OF CO-DEFENDANTS, SINCE BOTHWASHINGTON AND MOSCOW HAVE

ON NUCLEAR MATERIALS AND OTHER STEPS. BRADSHER ADDS US 
DELEGATION WILL BE HEADED 0Y IKLE WHO HAS BEEN WARNING 
AGAINST NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION AND POINTING OUT THAT 
NPT LACKS THE TEETH OF AN ENFORCEMENT MECHANISM. ACCORD
